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Post Office 
Reports Sales 
And New Jobs 


Business at the Post Office 
not only has been good but has 
shown a marked increase com¬ 
pared to the same period last 
year, according to this week’s 
report by Assistant Postmaster 
Arthur H. Embree. 

"At the peak of the Christ¬ 
mas mailing we were handling 
about 4000 letters per hour in 
our out-going section,” Embree 
says. “We also had a 10 per 
cent increase in the mailing of 
cards and letters over the same 
period last year, along with the 
extra business we experienced 
in the dispatch of and receipt 
of parcel post.” 

Some of the most popular 
products were three-cent 
stamps which have jumped in 
sales compared to the two- 
centers. 

Also in Embree’s report there 
is an indication that there may 
be some job openings at the 
Post Office during the current 
year other than the position 
that is already waiting. 

“The Civil Service examina¬ 
tion for Clerk-Carrier now is 
open at this office,” Embree 
reports, “and we suggest that 
anyone interested in the Post 
Office as a career investigate 
the many advantages in the 
work.” 

Among the advantages he 
lists annual paid vacations, 
paid sick leave, and a “very 
liberal life insurance program 
with the government assuming 
part of the cost.” 

During December some of the 
local postal clerks worked 14 
to 18 hours a day. This, plus 
the cooperation of the carriers, 
enabled the Post Office depart¬ 
ment to deliver all mail in the 
office before Christmas. 

All employees in the depart¬ 
ment have expressed their ap¬ 
preciation for the customers’ 
courtesies given them through¬ 
out the year.

of having his kids disappear 
next door all the time. If the 
neighbor can capture some of 
that signal-bounce from Mt. 
Wilson, why can’t he? 

Councilman Lome Pratt says; 
“What I propose, after talking 
to engineers, television sta¬ 
tions, manufacturers, and at¬ 
torneys for Sierra Madre is the 
formation of a non-profit cor¬ 
poration of residents interested 
in TV reception. It would work 
something like this: 

"The corporation would sell 
stock at $150 per share to cov¬ 
er installation costs of a sys¬ 
tem, one share to a home. The 
corporation would contact Mey¬ 
er’s organization for the instal¬ 
lation of a ladder wire system 
which has proven satisfactory 
in Meyer’s system before the 
mountain fire of last year. In¬ 
stallation work would start 
only when a sufficient number 
of residents joined—about 200. 
If that number was not reach¬ 
ed the monies would be re¬ 
funded. 

“Initial funds would be plac¬ 
ed in escrow at the Bank of 
Sierra Madre. If money remain¬ 
ed—after the required number 
joined and all expenses were 
paid, such as equipment, fran¬ 
chise fees to the city, labor and 
so forth—it would be used as 
a credit on the monthly service 
charge. 

"The service charge on a 
monthly basis would probably 
be $5 per month initially to 
cover labor, servicing, deprecia- 
tion, bookkeeping, and license 
fees. After a year’s operation 
any funds accrued would again 
be used as a credit. 

“The corporation would be 
managed by local citizens and 
be a local operation. This 
seems to me to be the only 
method whereby the financial 
requirements and specifications 
of the city can be met and 
whereby we can obtain a TV 
reception system for Sierra Ma¬ 
dre. 

“I believe Ed Meyer has 
proven his ability to service 
and install such a system 
through his past experience. 
The fact that the fire last year 
caused a disturbance of the 
system can in no way be a 
reflection on Meyer’s work. 

“I also believe, and will soon 
know the answer by question¬ 
naire, that the majority of peo¬ 
ple interested in television un¬ 
der present circumstances will 
be satisfied with the reception 
of four or five of the present 
seven channels, which seems to 
be the maximum that can be 
guaranteed.” 

Council Pratt is the first to 
say that his suggestions so far 
represent only a rough draft of 
the situation, but at least Joe 
Doakes can know that someone 
here Is trying to help him. 


broke or are losing money rap¬ 
idly. 

”2. There is a strong possibil¬ 
ity within three to five years 
that a combination of stronger 
stations and booster towers will 
do away with the necessity of 
reception systems; hence the 
lack of bidders.” 

With all this, and more too, 
Sierra Madre finally asked for 
open bids to bring in that re¬ 
ception system that Joe Doakes 
was crying for. Joe, by this 
time, was forced to cultivate 
hjs neighbor’s acquaintance 
whenever he wanted to see 
that “Big Event” on TV, and 
this was almost as bad as not 
having television because Joe 
wanted to relax in his own 
home without having to make 
polite conversation during the 
most exciting part of the pro¬ 
gram. 

Through the open bids, ne¬ 
gotiations were made with a 
Hollywood firm which, after 
much "wheeling and dealing,” 
submitted a proposal stating 
that an all-channel reception 
system would cost about $140,- 
000 and that the firm would 
require at least 600 subscribers 
at $150 installation foes plus 
$5 monthly before it would 
even think of installing the 
system. 

"With that background,” as 
Councilman Pratt says, para¬ 
phrasing a TV star, George Go- 
bel, “here we are and there 
they are—and we have noth¬ 
ing.” 

So it appears that if Sierra 
Madre residents expect some¬ 
one from out of the city to 
come in and wave a magic 
wand to get them better TV 
reception they will wait a long 
time and perhaps forever. And 
Joe Doakes doesn’t like that 
idea. Joe claims that television 
is more than entertainment. He 
says he has seen certain pro¬ 
grams via the neighbor’s set 
that are downright educational. 
Whatever the case, he’s tired 


which would sound like a 
blood-and-dagger dime novel. 
Television dealers, not only 
here hut from all corners of the 
general vicinity, have romped 
through Sierra Madre making 
TV-reception tests followed by 
reports to City Council telling 
why they were just the ones to 
solve everything. But in the 
meantime there’s still old Joe 
with nothing but “snow”—and 
he’s yelping louder all the 
time. 

For a while, it looked as if 
Ed Meyer, local TV dealer, had 
the answer—and there are a 
lot of people in Sierra Madre 
who still think he does. He was 
the one who, by providing a re¬ 
ception system to “blacked-out” 
residents here, brought the lo¬ 
cal TV subject to a head by 
installing a master antenna 
system for an installation fee 
plus a monthly charge. 

Trouble was, among other 
things, that Meyer’s work 
sometimes required “wire- 
stringing” which City Council 
declared was illegal. Most of 
Meyer’s customers seemed to 
be satisfied, but the law is the 
law—and City Council was still 
working on behalf of all Sierra 
Madreans by looking to the 
future. 

According to Lome Pratt, city 
councilman who has decided to 
make this subject his special 
project, “due to the pecessity 
of crossing public streets with 
wire-system it was mandatory 
to apply to the city for a li¬ 
cense. The city could not is¬ 
sue Meyer a license until speci¬ 
fications were drawn. 

“But after the specifications 
were printed no firm would bid 
on the first set, except a com¬ 
pany which had no television 
experience. 

“The reason, after much 
checking, was twofold — and 
the first of these reasons is by 
far the most important. 

“1. Eighty per cent of the 
antenna systems in operation 
in California have either gone

So far as the City of Sierra 
Madre is concerned, television 
is a headache. At least, legally 
speaking, when the TV signal- 
waves become involved with 
the problems and questions of 
installing master antenna sys¬ 
tems, crossing public streets 
with overhead wire-stringing, 
and just plain money then the 
members of City Council might 
well wish they were living in 
the days of early radio and 
crystal sets. 

Some people might ask why 
the city government should be¬ 
come involved in the TV sub¬ 
ject in the first place. Why not 
let Joe Doakes buy a television 
set, put up his own aerial, and 
let it go at that? 

For all City Council cares 
Joe is free to buy as many TV 
sets as he wishes—and good 
luck to him. But when he be¬ 
comes involved in community 
aerials and overhead wire 
stringings that break the law 
then that’s a different matter. 
Also, when Joe starts twirling 
the dials and gets nothing but 
static and “snow,” he is apt to 
come running with the plain¬ 
tive question; “Why don’t you 
guys do something?” 

So City Council, for more 
than two years, has been “try¬ 
ing to do something.” So have 
various television dealers, who, 
one by one, have dropped out 
along the complicated way, 
either because of legalities or 
lack of profits. All the while, 
dear old Joe is twirling his 
dials and going quietly crazy 
because of TV “ghosts,” jumpy 
images, and spots before his 
eyes. 

Worst of it Is, Mr. Doakes 
has a neighbor who has bought 
an inexpensive television set, 
thrown a small aerial into a 
tree, and gets every station in 
the book as clearly as if he 
were watching a motion pic¬ 
ture from the loge seats. But 
Joe, who has erected six aerials 
halfway to the stars at tre¬ 
mendous cost, gets nothing but 
San Diego on a rainy day.

Lee Shippev Honored 
By More "Quotations" 

Lee Shippey, novelist and 
colmnist who has lived in Si¬ 
erra Madre for 28 years, has 
added to his laurels by being 
included in "The Shorter Bart¬ 
lett’s Familiar Quotations” 
which contains excerpts from 
2000 authors, all the way from 
Aesop to Eisenhower. 

Mr. Shippey’s first stanza of 
a poem entitled “Mother" is 
quoted: 

“I love to think her like a 
blessed candle 

“Burning through life’s long 
night, 

"Quietly useful, simple, 
gentle, tender, 

“And always giving light.” 

Several other anthologies 
have quoted this poem which 
Charles Wakefield Cadman put 
to music with the title, “Can¬ 
dlelight.” Cadman, a composer 
of opera, was best known for 
his “Land of the Sky Blue Wa¬ 
ter.” 

Shippey has published four 
novels and five other books. 
One entitled “Where Nothing 
Ever Happens” has often been 
thought to be a story of Sierra 
Madre, but although its author 
says that Sierra Madre was his 
residence while w’riting the last 
half of the book the first half 
was begun in Del Mar. 

His most recent book is called 
“The Los Angeles Book” and it 
tells the story of Los Angeles 
in the mid 1900’s. Before that, 
Shippey received wide recogni¬ 
tion for his work entitled “It’s 
An Old California Custom." He 
believes, however, that his most 
successful book was “The Great 
.American Family” published in 
1938 by Houghton Mifflin. 

“The Great American Fam¬ 
ily” was written into play form 
in 1940 by Robert Chapin and 
Charles King. Playing for six 
weeks at the Pasadena Play¬ 
house, it broke the record there 
previously established by Eu¬ 
gene O’Neil’s “Lazarus 
Laughs.”

Golden Text: John 20: 31 
Returning from Jerusalem, the 
Ethiopian eunuch, a Jewish prose¬ 
lyte, was sitting in his chariot and 
reading the 53rd chapter of Isaiah 
when Philip spoke to him and was 
invited into the vehicle. There, in 
response to the eunuch’s request 
for guidance, Philip taught the 
whole of the Scriptural hope of 
the coming of the Messiah, and the 
Ethiopian was so convinced that 
he asked to be baptized. The inci¬ 
dent shows how necessary the 
Bible is to Christian teaching. 

John writes that while many 
things concerning Jesus are not 
recorded in his book enough has 
been written to prove that Jesus 
is the Christ and that men may 
have life through his name. And 
we read in Romans 15: 4 that the 
things written concerning former 
times are for our instruction and 
to bring us hope. 

Writing to Timothy, his son in 
the gospel, Paul reminds the young 
man of the succession of grace 
through which he had come and 
admonished him to be true to the 
holy writings to which he had been 
accustomed from childhood. For 
those writings were able to make 
wise unto salvation and were prof¬ 
itable for teaching, correction, and 
instruction in righteousness. 

Like a sword, the Bible can 
pierce to the inmost heart. And 
the Scriptures are backed by di¬ 
vine authority; they are the words 
of God that have been given by 
holy men who wrote as they were 
moved by the Holy Spirit. So may 
we find in it the source of our 
personal life, a lamp unto our 
feet and a light unto our path.

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Hastings Ranch Nursery Provides School 
For Tots; Social Events for Parents 

It was just an idea a couple 
of years ago — an idea that 
Hastings Ranch needed a com¬ 
munity organization for the 
mutual benefit of residents of 
this new neighborhood. It was 
an idea that we needed to get 
together to secure the kind of 
community spirit that we wish¬ 
ed for ourselves and for our 
children to grow up in. 

A cooperative school for pre¬ 
school age children grew out 
of the idea, with social events 
as ways and means projects to 
help adults get acquainted. 

How successful this has prov¬ 
en! The nursery school, now in 
its second year of operation, is 
not only running at is capacity 
of 72 small pupils with three 
paid teachers and a director, 
but also has been commended 
by the State Welfare Board and 
will be used as an observation 
school for nursery school teach¬ 
ers in training at UCLA. 

And it has proved successful 
in forming friendships and a 
community spirit! The school 
sponsors semi-annual dances, 
always sell-outs, is in the mid¬ 
dle of its second annual bridge 
tournament with many couples 
throughout the Ranch partici¬ 
pating. The school has sponsor¬ 
ed homes tours of the area, 
given swimming parties, bridge 
parties, fashion show and other 
social events. 

In addition, this year, as a 
result of recognition by Pasa¬ 
dena City College for a job out¬ 
standingly done in a single 
year of operation, the school of¬ 
fers free a series of monthly 
adult education lectures by 
prominent child psychologists. 

Trinity Presbyterian Church 
has made the school a physical 
reality by allowing use of their 
Fellowship Hall in the church 
basement and use of the 
grounds for play yards. 

Untold hours of labor on the 
parts of mothers and fathers 
went into getting the school 
underway, and both parents 
continue to work in the school, 
with mothers putting in work 
days as teacher helpers and 
fathers helping out on Satur¬ 
days as maintenance men. 

The school is non-profit. Tui¬ 
tion is charged at the rate of 
$1.35 for each morning a child 
is registered for school to help 
in paying salaries of the staff. 

But more money is needed for 
maintenance costs and equip¬ 
ment, which is raised through 
ways and means projects, 
which the directors seek to 
make both profitable for the 
school and worthwhile for the 
school’s boosters throughout the 
area.

Catholic Boys' High 
In Hastings Studied 

The zoning committee of the 
Pasadena Planning Commis-, 
sion took under submission a 
proposal to establish a Catholic 
boys' high school on the south¬ 
west corner of Sierra Madre 
Blvd. and Michillinda. after 58 
residents of Canfield Rd. asked 
that a full investigation of the 
type of buildings planned be 
made before a zoning variance 
is granted. 

The 10-acre plot has long 
been slated for use of the Ca¬ 
tholic school, and a variance 
was obtained several years ago, 
which expired in 1951. In seek¬ 
ing to have the variance re¬ 
newed and with a partial plan 
of use for the property, Cath¬ 
olic spokesmen sought to have 
Canfield residents sign a peti¬ 
tion approving the school. 

Instead another petition was 
signed by residents saying they 
preferred the property be con¬ 
tinued as residential land, but 
in any case asked “that any 
future requests from the exist¬ 
ing zoning be accompanied by 
detail plans.’’ 

In asking that 30 days be 
available between request and 
action so that there would be 
sufficient time for investiga¬ 
tion, Canfield residents said 
plans should include, in addi¬ 
tion to building height and 
type, also detail plans of grad¬ 
ing drainage and landscaping. 

The petition pointed out that 
the school would not be desir¬ 
able because of loss of city 
taxes from the property, heavy 
traffic to be expected, the 
sharp slope of the property 
which would necessitate a high 
retaining wall to cut off the 
mountain view of Canfield 
res’dents, and the fact that a 
liquor store is already doing 
business across the street from 
the suggested site.
